IE happiness of Ireland seems to hang on ;nternai politics. 
The British government has apparently made what, with one 


t, will be a possible offer.

Ths only unfortunate clause- is the proposal to keep British 
garrisons in Ireland. Lloyd George might be made to see the 
UMleseness and unwisdom of this in view of what British troops 
bave come to mean to the Irish. 
Aside from this point, there are but two difficulties in the 


wmy of acceptance. The north and south must first be fully re- 
conciled. Whether this can be done or not depends chiefly on 
Uliter. If a reconciliation can be effected, the further question 
arises of the attitude of the Sinn Fein. Its leaders are reported 
M favoring the proposed settlement. There is a doubt, how- 
«ver, whether, having persuaded their followers that a republic 
is necessary, they can now persuade them that it w?.s necessary 
to ask for complete independence only that qualified independ- 
ence might be secured.

iJL has accepted the Allied ultimatum in a mood which for 
once commands respect. "There is one point." said Premier 
Wirth in his brief address to the Reiehstnjr before the vote was 
taken, "concerning which there must be no obscurity. It would 
be useless to say "Yes* without the resolution to do our utmost to 
meet the obligations imposed upon us." 
The moderates in the Allied countries and in tne Lnited 


States will be disposed to accept this statement at its full value 
'and, unless the Germans are proved oth<?rv.j«e, give them the 
credit for being at least sincere. Not since 1014 lias there been 
mich a relaxation of the warlike 'mood. This comes, perhaps, 
from a belated realization that the economic reconstruction of 
Europe waits upon a restoration of something like equality 
among *he nations. Germany has a penance to make and a debt 
to pay, but if she abides faithfully by Tuesday's decision she will 
not and cannot be treated any longer as a criminal or an outcast. 
She has taken the decision to work out her freedom, and tne 
Allies are under the responsibility of assisting her to do so. 


The attitude of America, which was known to be against 


military measures and in favor of the imposition of conditions 
that Germany could meet, probably had much to do with Ger- 
many's surrender and with the failure of the French extremists 
to precipitate an invasion of the Ruhr. The French attitude is 
still a disturbing element. If France were represented by Pro- 
fessor Seydoax, the chief economic adviser of the Bnand gov- 
ernment, who is quoted by Mr. Grasty in the Times as insisting 
upon "the good will of Germany" as "essential to satisfactory 
*-esuli?" and who even dares allude to the New Testament's 
promise of peace "among men of good-will," there could be no 
doubt of the outcome. But if the France that must be dealt 
with is the agency which is maintaining "benevolent neutrality ' 
in Silesia, where* an armv of Poles supplied with French ma- 
chine guns is defying the Allied plebiscite commission and kill- 
ing Allied soldiers, the outlook is dark. 
The weight of American approval will be bchmn the en- 


forcement of the terms Germany has accepted, provided en- 
forcement is carried out as a business matter, by business men, 
financiers, and economist? rather than by soldiers, and provided 
that no attempt is made to force German living standards be- 
low a civilized level.
